Comrade Kim Chong-il, member of the Standing ( om- 
mittee of the Political Bureau of the Central Commiutice 
of the Korean Workers Party and a secretary of the party

The task of firmly organizing the party and the revolu- 
tonary force is the task of strengthening the political 
strength of revolution. 


The victory and defeat of revolution depends on how

In order for the working-class party to lead the revolu- 
tionary struggle, the struggle for the independent stand of 
the masses of people, to victory, it 1s necessary to firmly 
establish the chuche strength of revolution, which can 
support such a struggle. Only after the chuche strength of 
revolution has been firmly established, the party can

What ts important about the chuche strength of revolu- 
tion, which guarantees the success of the revolutionary 
struggic, 1s the political strength.

(ine of the principled demands mm organizing strong 
cadre ranks 1s to continuously improve their qualitative 
composition. Appormting a large number of younger 
generation people carnes a significant meaning in the 
process of completing the chuche cause of revolution 
under the party's leadership.

U.S. mmpernalists are not only drsturbing peace and 
security in Europe. but are directing the sharp spearhead

The most important aspect of the US. imperialists 
policy toward Asia 1s military strategy. 


The US. mmperialists’ Asian military strategy 1s. cssen- 
tially, an aggressive nuclear war strategy to realize their 
ambition for world domination by waging an enveloping 
attack on the socialist countries, including the northern 
half of the Republic, with nucicar weapons. 


To carry out the Asian military strategy. the U.S. mmpe- 
rialists are attempting to form a NATO-type military 
alhance m Asia and to have at their command the sca 
transport routes of the Far East and Southeast Asia. 
including the Korean Straits and the Strat of Malacca 


The U.S. mmperalists’ attempt to implement a sew 
military strategy mm Asia has a bearing on their design to 
realize world domination by mobilizing potential mil- 
tary forces mm Asia 


Restoring their international position, which has suf- 
fered a servous setback, and achieving the “prosperity” 
of the 21st century 1s the U.S. mmperialists’ invariable 
Strategic Objective. To accomplish this strategic obyec- 
trve, the US. umperialists have consistently pursued the 
“policy of strength.” 


So far the US. umpernalists have calculated that they 
would be able to besiege the socialist countries, including 
the Soviet Union, by making the West Evropean 
(NATO) region the center of strength and by ceanecting 
to 1t military blocs formed in other regions o/ the world. 


However, as a result, ther strength deteriorated com- 
pared to that of the socialist countries. The US. impe- 
rialists began to note that they are inferior or at about the 
same level with them not only im conventional weap- 
ons—in which they have been inferior all along—but 
also in strategic nuclear weapons. Therefore, they began 
to belreve that under such circumstances they could not 
form a line of siege against the socialist countries by 
direct confrontation in Western Europe alone. Hence. 
the US. wmperialists are scheming <o attack socialrst 
countries from both cast and west by augmenting the 
insufficrency in tneir strength and the deficiency of their 
capatility with their jumor “allies” mm the Asian and 
Pacific region and by binding them into one military 
alhance system. In other words, the US. umpernialists are 
attempting to fons a new military bloc mm the Far East 
similar to NATO om Europe so that they can attack from 
both sides. and to connect the military blocs mm other 
parts of the world with them. thereby forming a blockade 
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against the socialest countries. Thus. the £).S. umperial- 
ists) Asian military strategy onginatics from thei aggrcs- 
sive demand for world domination 


The US. umperialests’ new Asian military strategy 1 also 
connected with them design to restore thew crumbling 
position of domination over Asia and strangic the ant- 
imperialist struggic for independence of the people im 
thes region 


The Asian peopic. who have long moaned over the 
subjugation and oppression of imperialism and colonial- 
ism. are .sgorously struggling to achseve national liber- 
ation and to build a new society under the anti-imperi- 


alist banner of independence 


Because the anti-imperialist revolutionary forces had 
been strengthened im Asia and the Pacific and because 
the struggle for independence by the people had been 
rapidly strengthened there. the control of the umperialists 
and the colomalrsts has been very much weakened and 
because of thes, such military alliances as CENTO [Cen- 
tral Treaty Organization] and the Southeast Asian 
Treaty Organization, which the US. umperialists fabri- 
cated, have crumbled. The U.S. imperialists. mm particu- 
lar, who had begun the down slide after suffering a 
shameful defeat. for the first tum m hestory. m the 
Korean war were also driven from Southeast Asia and 
southwest Asia. If the US. imperialists cannot regain 
their control in Asta under these circumstances. they will 
not be able to realize their ambition to conquer the 
world. This wili bring, about a grave result for the United 
States itself. Therefore, the U.S. umperialists have for- 
mulated a new Asian strategy and have embarked upon 
a road that leads to militarily bringing under control the 
countnes and people that have embarked upon the 
antiimpenalist road to independence and regaining 
control—which they have losi—by strengthening mili- 
tary might in thes arca 


The US. umperialists have put forth a new Asian mill- 
tary Strategy to cxaplont strategic resources that are abun- 
dant in Asia 


Aggression and exploration are the nature of the impe- 
rialists. The imperialist increase the economic explotta- 
tion of other countries by mobilizing military forces 
Today. the U.S. umperialrsts ave exploring other coun- 
inves in this way. The most important principle of the 
Linited States mm carrying out its State activities 15 to 
provide resources to comprador capitalists by using all 
means and methods. The U.S. imperalists have formu- 
tated an Asian military strategy not only to realize their 
military control mm this area, but to provide natural 
resources and fucl resources that are abundant in this 
area to comprador caprtalrsts 


Asia and the Pacific have abundant deposits of natural 
resources, fucl resources, and other strategic resources 
necessary for subjecting an cconomy to militarization. 
and also have significant economic potential, Natural 


rubber. wood, tin. and other resources produced by the 
ASEAN countnecs have abundant deposits of natural 
resources that have not yet been developed. These nat- 
ural resources and fuel resources have made the mouths 
of US. monopolrsts and multinational cnterpriscs water. 
and they really need a military guaranice to explo these 
resources. Proceeding from this. the US. mmperialists 
have put forth the polecy of considering Assa and the 
Pacific important and have reinforced military mmterfer- 
ence m this arca 


It #8 not comcrdental that the rascals have babbied: The 
Unned States 1s an important Asian and Pacific country 

Countres mm Asia and the Pacific are important allics of 
the United States, and strengthening relations with these 
countries will bencfit the United States. The 21st century 
will be the century of the Pacific and the center of world 
power 1s moving from the Atlantic to the Pacific 


The U.S. umperialists not only consider Asia and the 
Pacific as wmportant. but have committed all sorts of 
mancuvers to turn thes arca mito a site of military 
operations to carry out thew world straicgy and into a 
site of direct military action 


The U.S. emperialssts, first of all, have further sirength- 
ened their forces of aggression mm Asia and the Pacifx 


In the pest alonc, under the signboard of “The Swing 
Strategy” (“the mobile strategy.) the US. umperialists 
have attempted to move the US. forces stationed in the 
West Pacific to other areas mm the event of “an unforseen 
event” there. Today, however, the rascals, after formally 
changing this strategy, are strengthening their forces in 
Asia and the Pacific on a large scale 


The U.S. wmperialists have established or cxpanded 
military bases of aggression im major military positions 
m this area and sites where strategic resources are 
produced, and have deployed ultra-modern mulitary 
equipment there. The U.S. imperialists have made 
utmost cfforts to strengthen their forces of aggression in 
South Korea and Japan. in particular Noting that unlike 
Europe. naval battles will be basic to wars mm Asia, the 
US. umperialssts have augmented the US. 7th Fleet with 
nuciear-powered aircraft carners and crussers and have 
increased the flect’s capacity to be loaded with nucicar 
weapons 


The U.S. umperialists have also deployed or will deploy 
neutron bombs. Pershing II mussiles, and Crurse missiles 
in land bases of aggression 


Because of the US. imperialists’ mancuvers to provoke a 
nuclear war, Diego Garcia in the Indian Ocean has beer: 
turned into them laree nuclear sea and air base, a new 
mobile armada has been organized and deployed in the 
indian Ocean, the U.S. bases mm the Philippines have 
been strengthened. and a “Rapid Deployment Force” 
Unit was organized. As a result, in Asia and the Pacific. 
a three-dimensional military nctwork linking the US 
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imperialists’ Army. Navy. Aer Forces armed with ultra- 
modern weapons and their bases om the vast arca from 
the North Pacific. Japan. South Korea. Guam. the Phil- 
ippines. the Indian (iccan. and the Red Sea has been 
formed 


To reakze thew Assan military stratcgy. the US. umpe- 
nalists arc strengthening mancuvers io tabrcatc the 
Asian scrsior of NATO by strengthening and combining 
the mercenary forces of ther satclintic countnes and of 


the puppets 


The US. emperialrsts are pressing Japan to increase its 
defense budgct to drag 1 into a war of aggression against 
our country and other socialist countnes and are 
attempting to mcrease its moltary rolc 


The reactionary Japanese ruling class. which. taking 
advantage of the - S. umperialssts’ strateguc demands. 1s 
irying to turn Japan into a military power and to realize 
their ambition to expand overseas, has increased their 
defense budget. has strengthened the “Sclf-Defense 
Force.” and has accelerated arming themselves with 
nuclear weapons. In addition to thes. the reactionary 
Japanese rulong class has put forth as three major stratc- 
gx objectives turning Japan imto an “impregnabic 
fortress.” establrshing breakwaters in four straits around 
Japan to prevent he passage of the Sovict Navy [vessels]. 
and guaranteeing the safety of the | .000-muile sea route 
In response to the LS. umperalists’ demands. the Japa- 
nese reacthonaries are accelerating in carnest the “work” 
of changing *~ “specialized Gefense strategy” to a 
“forward defenx straicgy” which means “bringing 
under control all targets thal can attack Japan by dealing 
4 preemptive strike at them. ~ This shows that according 
to the demands of the U.S. umperialists new Asian 
military strategy. Japan is changing the “Self-Defense 
Force” from a “defensive force” to an “offensive force.” 
In additvon to thes, the U.S. emperialists are making 
efforts to strengthen the military might of Thailand. 
Singapore. Australia. the Philippines, and various other 
countnes 


The US. emperialists’ attempt to establish the Asian 
verwon of NATO 1s an important part of ther Asian 
military strategy Fabricating a triangular military all- 
ance among the U nitea States. South Korea, and Japan 
1s basic om thes attempt. The US. wmperialists have 
played a political, economic, and military role im carry- 
ing Out ther Assan stratcgy and have given significance 
te Japan and South Korea, which hold geographically 
important positions. By fabricating the triangular mil- 
tary allance. the U.S. wmperalests are attempting to 
increase the military responsibility of Japan and South 
Korea. thereby using them as an anticommunist shock 


brigade 


While fabricating the trangular military alhance. the 
US. emperialests are attemptine to drag Southeast Asian 
countries into the Asian verwon of NATO 


The US. emperialests. who had failed to realize the plan 
10 estabirsh a collective military stratcgy alliance im Asia 
hike the NATO. hawe strengthened the military govern- 
ing in and influence upon countnes in thes arca by way of 
bilateral military alhances with the US. umperialssts as 
therr axrs, “military assistance.” and jount muivtary cxer- 
crises. It es not comcendental that a foreign military cxpert 
sand that “the US. umperalssts’ plan tor the Pacific 
community based upon the US. military strategy m 
thes arca and that the Asian Countries are trying to realize 
a multtary alhance based upon a bilatcral alhance with 
the U'nnted Mates as its axrs 


While prowling about South Korca. the Philippines. 
Thasland, and other Southeast Aswan countres last April. 
the so-called US. secretary of defense babbied about 
“collective security” m Asta and further stated that 
“military assistance” would be given and that ultramod- 
ern military equipment would be delivered Thrs 1s part 
of the U.S. wmperalists’ mancuvers to actively drag 
Asian Countries mto carrying out thew Asian military 
strategy 


In thes way. the US. omperialssts frantically attempt to 
gain control m Asia and the Pacific and travel an 
adventurous nucicar way by gaming control m Asia and 
the Pacific and surrounding the socialist countnes with 
nuclear weapons using positions of military importance 
m the arca and mobilizing all human and material 
resources 


In partecular, the US. wmperialists aliach military vira- 
tegic emportance to South Korea m carrying out thew 
Asian military strategy 


Thes +s because South Korca, first of all. 1 an area very 
favorable to carrying out the US. mmpernalists’ Asan 
military strategy. 


“The strategy involved im cxecuting a nuclear war,” 
which 1s based upon “the lomited nuctcar war.” which 1s 
based upon the supernority of nucicar weapons, and “the 
strat~gy involved m a preemptive nucicar sinke,” which 
1s based upon the accuracy of missiles. « the US 
imperialrsts’ basec melitary strategy. To the US. mmperi- 
alists such a nuclear strategy requires a specific arca 
where they can deploy and use nuclear weapons at 
random 


South Korca «= the US. wmperalists one and only 


compicte colony m Asia. Therefore. u has been turned 
mio an areca where the US. wmpernalints can deploy 
nuclear weapons and other weapons of mass destruction 
without any -rstrictron and where they can use nuclear 
weapons without anyone's approval of prior discussion 
with anyone 
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The privilege that the US. emperialests cnjoy m South 
Korea mects the fundamental requirements of “the 
lymuted nucicar war” and “the siraicgy mvoived m a 
preemptive rucicar simke.” basec components of “the 
Stratces mvolved m cxccuting nucicar wars. 


South Korca 1s the aggressive US. colomal, military base 
linked to the Assan Continent. South Korca s more 
closely linked t the continent than any other US 
forward military bases. Thes means that South Korca 1s 
located om the most umportant arca for carrying out the 
US. emperialsts’ strategy to invade the continent. This 
1s one of the reasons why the US. mmperialists attach 
importance to Souti Korca im carrying out thew Asian 
military strategy. Therefore. the US. umperalssts are 
desperatcly attempting to keep hold of South Korea and 
to turn South Korea mto a nuciear stronghold and 
forward nucicar base 


The US. emperialests attach smportance to the South m 
Carrying out ther Asian military strategy because South 
Korea has also been turned into an arca that can guar- 
antee massive forces of aggression and military cquip- 
ment necessary for their Assan military strategy 


Today. the 40,000-strong US. forces armed with mod- 
ern weapons are deployed in South Korca and nucicar 
weapons and othcr weapons of mass destruction are 
concentrated there. There are also as many as a million- 
strong puppet forces. paramilitary forces of approxi- 
matcly 10 millon. and military and economic potential 
in South Korea South Korea also has sufficient condi- 
trons to quickly and casily receive suppor from the US 
Strategic bases scattered on the Japanese mainland and 
along the Pacific coast 


All of these are important conditions to mect and satrs- 
factorily guarantce the US. imperialists’ military strate- 
gic dernands that massive forces and military equipment 
be avaslable at the very site of military action 


Proceeding from the significance of South Korea in 
cart» ng out their Asian military strategy. the US. mmpe- 
rialists. holding on to South Korea for approxmately 40 
years. have kicked up all manner of mancuvers to turn i 
mio thew aggressive military base and site of direct 
military action 


The US. emperialists have deployed nucicar weapons in 
their on-the-spot base of military aggression on a large 
scale 


The U.S. ompernalets have already deployed neutron 
bombs known as “devilish weapons of the 20th century” 
in South Korea and have deployed in U S. bases near the 
DMZ “nuctear backpacks.” very small nuclear bombs 
developed for “Green Berets.” the U.S. special force 
units. Moreover, the areca ncar the DMZ 1s the only area 
in the world where nuciear mines are deployed. Today. 
South Korea has been turned into a dangcrous nuciear 


base where as many as some 1.000 nucicar weapons of 
vanous kinds are deployed. South Korca ss the first in 
terms of the density of nucicar weapons deployment 


The US. empcrialssts have deployed m South Korca not 
only nucicar weapons but also devices to transport these 
weapons. The U.S. mmpenaiists have deployed im South 
Korea 155-m howsrtzers and other ncw-type cannon to 
fire nucicar shells, and have brought into South Korca 
“F46™ fighter-bombers that can be loaded with nucicar 
bombs 


The U.S. wnperiaiests have mstalicd in South Korea an 
acral ciectronmec observation post to command and 
supervise a nucicar war, and have deployed an ultramod- 
ern clectronic telescope and a multspurpose ciectronic 
computer—an carly warning system—that can detect 
and trace all aircraft within the range of 40 km 


The U.S. emperialists are also mancuvering to change 
South Korca from a tactical nuciear base to a strategic 
nuclear base 


The US. emperialrsts have proclanmed South Korca “the 
forefrom of US. strategy” and have built up strategic 
nuclear weapons in South Korea and im its vicinity. The 
US. wumperalists have deployed in South Korea not only 
short-range nuciezr missiles but also semi-medium-range 
and medium-range nucicar missiles and long-range 
nuclear multiple-warhead missiles. Under the pretex: of 
preparing for “an emergency.” they also bring mm nuciear 
weapons and nuclear equipment from military bases on 
the U.S. maimland and the Pacific for specific periods 
many tomes cach year 


The fact that the U.S. imperiaiists bring B-52 strategic 
bombers. F-111 fighter-bombers, A-6 and A-7 aircraft. 
and the Enterprise, Midway. Car! Vinson, and other 
nuciear-powered aircraft carners mm South Korea many 
tomes cach year 1s an cxample of ihis 


The U.S. emperialists are also augmenting US. bases in 
the vicinity of South Korea with warships and aircraft 
loaded with nucicar weapons to send them en m wWe0 to 
South Korca im an “emergency.” 


In particular, the US. wmperalats are frenticelly 
strengthening forces to launch an attack by way of the 
sea. The U.S. omperialists, who have deployed 6.500 
~welear weapons, including sea-launched Cruise mis- 
4e3, on the Pacific Fleet. a main-force unit of the nuciear 
forces deployed in Asia and the Pacific, have rapidly 
strengthened the nuclear force of the 7th Fleet since 
1984. Therefore. they plan to mcrease the number of 
aircraft carrners belonging to the US. 7th Ficet from 
current 2 to 5. The fact that the US. 7th Fleet is being 
strengthened 1s tantamount to the actual deployment of 
nuclear weapons in South Korea 
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In addmon to thes. the US. umpernalests have deploved 
“Tomahawk” crurse mrssiles for ground attack m four 
submarines om Asia and the Pacific. The rascals plan to 
deploy “Tomahawk™ crusnse missiles mm 23 offensive 
submarines. two crursers. one warship. and 15 destroyers 
belonging to the Pacific Fleet and to increase the number 
of steps in whech “Tomahawk” missiles are deployed to 
1S) by the end of 1980's 


The US. empersaiests mm 1981 began to replace 10 
submarines for launching ballrstsc missiles belonging to 
the Sth Submarine Unu deployed m Apra Harbor. 
(suam, with more-modern-ype “Trndent™ submarincs. 
and m 1983 replaced 14 B-5S2 strategic bombers 
deployed at the Anderson Base and three B-52 strategic 
bombers at the Darwen Base. Australa, with B-52 stra- 
tegen bombers that can be loaded with crusse mrssiics 
They plan to replace them with B-1's, them successors 


The US. emperialests plan to have the northern half of 
the Republic and Central Asia within thew range by 
deploying strategec cnissiles cn masse in Asia and the 
Pacific with South Korca as the axes of thes arca. Fur- 
thermorc, mm the event of a war im Korea, they plan to 
cxpand thes war mnto a new world war. In this way, South 
Korca has been turned into a forward nuclear base for 
the US. umperialests to carry out thew new Asian mill- 
lary strategy 


The U.S. omperalists have openly proclammed the 
Korcan Peninsula a “testing ground for power confron- 
tatron” for the 1980's and are maneuvering to unhesita- 
tongly use nuclear weapons im Korea. 


The US. wmperialests. who suffered a crushing defeat 
when they provoked a war of aggression against the 
northern half of the Republic in 1950 by choosing Korea 
as a “testing ground for a decisive battle” to conquer 
Asia and the worl. have again proclaimed the Korean 
Peninsula a “testeng ground a confrontation of power” 
for the 1980's. At the same time. they are frantically 
making a fuss of conducting nuclear war exercises. 
stressing the need to launch a nuclear attack agains 
North Korea. 


The US. umperialests are trying to practice using nucicar 
weapons deployed mm South Korea “in an emergency” by 
conducting large-scale test nuclear war exercises and 
preleminary nuctcar war exercises every year. 


The “Team Spirit” jot nuclear exercise conducted 
every year mn South Korea « a product of the US. 
imperialists military strategy in Asia. 


The fact that the “Team Spirit” yout nuclear exercise 
has been conducted since 1976 and the scale of this 
evercise has been escalated cach year by the US. mmpe- 
rialests and the South Korean puppets comcde with the 
process of the concentrating the spearneac of invasion 
on Awa 


The US. empersaicsts. who have concentrated the spear- 
head of invasion on Assa. have regarded Asa as more 
umportant and have strengthened « as a nucicar war 
Stratcgy sence Reagan took power, while turning the 
“Team Spwut™ multtary cacrcise ntscif into a nucicar wer 
cxcrcrx and a prelemenary nucicar war cucrcinse 


The “Team Spert™ jornt multtary cxcrcise conducted m 
accordance with an “attack stratcgy™ on the assumption 
of the use of nucicar wcapons » mainly designed to wage 
a nucicar war by making South Korca a direct arca of 
operations and by making « a bodgchcad for imvading 
the Assan Continent 


Thus. South Korca has been turned mito a nucicar 
powder magazine filled wath wcapons of mass destruc- 
thon. such as nucicar weapons, because of aggression and 
war mancuvers by the LS. emperalests. As a result. a 
dangerous situation in whech a new war may break out at 
any tome has been created i our country. 


It os empossible to think of peace and sccurty of the 
world as well as peace on the Korcan Peninsula and to 
capect the peaceful reunification of our country » =) the 
US. empernalsts’ cromimal war policy mitact—. policy 
which 1s aggravating tension on the Korcan Peninsula 
and im Asia. 


Therefore. our party and the government of the Republic 
have consistently made cflorts and are taking all the 
possible stcps to alleviate tension created mm Asia and on 
the Korcan Peninsula. to remove the danger of a war. 
and for achieving the independent and peaceful reunifi- 
ation of the country 


However, the US. emperalists and thew stooges arc 
aggravating the situation mm thrs arca and are binging «t 
to the brink of a war, mnormg our sust demand and the 
constant intention and desire of the peace-loving people 
of the world. If the US. umperalists and thew stooges 
ignore the urgent demand of the tomes and continuously 
mancuver to provoke a new war um Asia and on the 
Kore Peninsula, the, ‘annot escape the stern judgment 
of hes ory. History shows that those who challenge the 
tumes and mankind will meet only run. 


All the Korean people will crush the ever-increasing 
maneuvers by the US. wempernaiists and the South 
Korean puppet clique to provoke a new war and will 
achieve the independent and peaceful reunification of 
the fatherland without fasl 
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
